browser should have that track packages without going to the carriers site so 
if you're looking for a FedEx package that's how you do it use an asterisk to 
find a word you can't remember like a wild-card search and number six look 
for similar sites so you type related : and then the search phrase that you're 
about and at last tip is fine just using Google Images this is saved a lot of 
time and the times I've used it and there you have it 
and a big thanks to the patrons that make the Guy R Cook Report possible 
and I hope that you've got some sort of a pearl from this oyster called the 
Guy R Cook report we'll see you tomorrow.
